"Under thp law," said Doctor McCreary, "all children entering 
school for the first time m ust be successfully vaccinated. The ob­ 
ligation to see th at this is done rests solely with the parents. 
"In view of the tact that but a few wt*eks rem ain until the school 
year begins, parents are advised, if they have not already done so. to 
have their young children who will go to school for the first time 
this autum n promptly vaccina'ed 
If the vaccination is not successful the first tim e a second a t­ 
tem pt m ust be made. 
If the latter is unsuccessful the child must 
submit to a third vaccination by the school medical inspector of the 
district, which service is free. 
"If this attem pt is unsuccessful the school physician will issue a 
certificate which will be good for one year. 
It therefore follows 
th at no A d d can be legally adm itted to school w ithout a certificate 
of successful vaccination from the family doctor or a medical cer­ 
tificate of unsuccessful vaccination issued by the medical inspector. 
Many complications will be avoided if parents will conscientiously 
carry out the law on vaccination '*
